Like one of the flaming pro- 
rttets'of old, In whose line he 
ndeed stood, he cried, "Repent
-e: for the kingdom of God is 
t hand.

Esaias, saying, The voice of one 
irying In tlrc wildernoss, Prc- 

ye the way of the Lord, 
nake his paths straight." Men 
lecded the cry of the austere
